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PROGRESS  REPORT 
1970-71 


OVERVIEW  -  Twenty- two  faculty  members  have  been  working  to  re¬ 
structure  their  courses  this  school  year.  Eleven  of  these  were 
released  part-time  from  their  teaching  duties.  Little,  if  any, 
significant  difference  was  noted  in  the  quality  or  quanitity  of 
work  done  by  those  released  part-time  and  those  who  carried  a  full 
load.  Funds  from  a  Title  III  grant  of  the  Higher  Education  Act  of 
1965  were  used  to  pay  salaries  for  four  instructor  assistants  and 
the  media  specialist. 

Some  weaknesses  have  been  recognized  in  the  new  instructional 
procedures  by  the  faculty  and  students  who  have  been  involved  in 
the  innovations;  however,  all  have  agreed  that  much  progress  has 
been  made,  and  expertise  has  been  gained  in  specifying  objectives. 
Continuous  feed-back  and  experience  will  be  valuable  in  helping 
the  instructional  staff  become  more  sophisticated  and  effective  in 
improving  instructional  strategies. 

DIVISION  I:  BUSINESS  EDUCATION 

Greater  efforts  were  made  to  individualize  instruction.  All 
four  faculty  members  were  involved  in  restructuring  and  revising 
instructional  materials  and  methods.  Greater  use  of  alternate 
strategies  to  maximize  learning  was  made,  such  as  audio-visual 
equipment  and  materials. 

The  Division  is  recommending  additional  certificate  programs 
and  course  offerings.  These  are  found  in  the  recommended  catalog 
changes  for  the  1971-72  school  year. 

DIVISION  II:  HUMANITIES 

A.  Art 

All  offerings  in  the  field  of  art  were  made  available  during 
the  school  year.  Enrollment  was  larger  this  year  than  for  1969-70 
and  in  general,  student  progress  was  very  good. 

B .  Mus ic 

All  offerings  in  the  field  of  music  were  made  available  during 
the  school  year.  The  most  significant  change  from  previous  years 
was  the  increased  enrollment  for  private  instruction  In  piano.  Mrs. 
Marthe  Artuso,  piano  and  theory  instructor,  has  an  overflow  de¬ 
mand,  and  students  have  to  be  turned  away. 
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DIVISION  II:  HUMANITIES  (cont) 


A  choir  tour  was  made,  and  performing  groups  presented  pro¬ 
grams  on  campus,  open  to  Mitchell  students  and  faculty,  and  to  the 
general  public.  The  cultural  and  public  relations  values  of  the 
music  department  remain  high. 

C.  Religion  and  Psychology 

Religion  courses  in  Old  and  New  Testament  were  offered.  These 
courses  were  individualized,  and  student  response  was  good.  One  pro¬ 
ject  in  the  course  was  a  creative  study  of  one  small  religious  cult 
or  sect  in  Iredell  County  and  surrounding  areas.  The  instructor 
also  served  as  College  Chaplain,  sponsored  the  Student  Christian 
Association,  and  did  counseling  with  the  students. 

Enrollment  for  psychology  was  very  high.  This  course  was 
completely  individualized,  and  the  instructor,  Dr.  Richard  Morgan, 
used  his  text,  Psychology:  An  Individualized  Course.  This  text 
has  been  used  in  48  community  colleges  in  21  states  across  the 
nation.  Field  trips  to  mental  Institutions  and  agencies  were  made 
by  the  students.  Student  mastery  of  the  material  was  very  high. 

The  instructor  became  affiliated  with  several  professional 
organizations,  and  served  as  consultant  several  times  throughout 
the  year. 

DIVISION  III:  LANGUAGES 

A.  English 

English  instructors  concentrated  their  efforts  in  in¬ 
dividualizing  instruction,  particularly  in  freshman  English.  The 
knowledge  and  experience  gained  from  this  year  will  be  utilized 
to  set  up  an  English  Laboratory  where  each  student  may  work  at 
his  own  rate  and  receive  individual  help  from  teachers  and  lab 
assistants.  In  all  English  courses  more  audio-visual  materials 
and  equipment  were  used. 

Members  of  the  English  staff  visited  other  schools  to  observe 
various  methods,  and  attended  several  conferences  and  workshops. 

Mr.  Jay  Hall,  who  has  taught  on  a  part-time  basis  at  Mitchell 
for  several  years,  is  being  recommended  to  the  Board  as  a  Professor 
Emeritus . 

B.  Modern  Foreign  Languages 

All  French  and  Spanish  courses  listed  in  the  catalog  were 
offered  this  year.  Mrs.  Katherine  Knox,  a  veteran  teacher  of 
languages  at  Mitchell  College,  is  completing  her  last  year  before 
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DIVISION  III:  LANGUAGES  (cont) 


retirement.  Her  long  tenure,  her  dedication  to  the  teaching  pro¬ 
fession,  and  all  her  contributions  to  Mitchell  are  being  acknow¬ 
ledged  as  she  is  being  recommended  to  the  Board  as  a  Professor 
Emeritus.  Her  responsibilities  this  year  have  been  to  teach  all 
the  French  courses. 

The  Instructor  of  Spanish  has  been  in  the  process  of  re¬ 
structuring  or  revising  restructured  courses  this  year.  She  has 
been  very  successful  in  individualizing  her  courses,  and  anticipates 
full  and  more  effective  implementation  next  year. 

Both  Instructors  have  sponsored  student  groups,  and  have 
attended  many  professional  meetings  and  workshops  this  year. 


DIVISION  IV:  SCIENCES,  MATHEMATICS,  AND  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

A.  Biology 

An  experimentation  in  a  Biology  Audio-Tutorial  System  was 
carried  on  this  year.  Although  this  was  not  totally  successful, 
much  knowledge  and  valuable  experiences  were  gained.  Other 
approaches  x-jere  used  in  Biology,  including  more  utilization  of 
audio  equipment  and  materials  and  more  individualization  of  in¬ 
struction. 

B.  Chemistry 

New  chemicals,  apparatus,  lab  techniques  and  designs  in 
chemistry  previously  absent,  have  been  utilized.  The  course  for 
Davis  Hospital  student  nurses  was  not  totally  satisfactory  be¬ 
cause  of  lack  of  coordinated  efforts  between  the  two  schools,  but 
communications  have  been  improved,  and  a  better  understanding  of 
their  needs  and  objectives  will  serve  to  improve  instruction  in 
this  area. 

C.  Mathematics 

The  mathematics  instruction  for  a  good  part  of  the  first 
semester  was  unsatisfactory.  The  instructor  who  began  in  the  fall 
was  replaced,  and  a  very  competent  and  conscientious  instructor 
assumed  the  teaching  responsibilities.  Although  he  had  much  to 
make  up,  his  instruction  has  been  of  the  highest  caliber  and 
students  have  experienced  much  greater  success  in  learning  this 
semester.  Calculus  was  not  offered  this  school  year  because  there 
was  no  demand  for  it.

DIVISION  IV:  SCIENCES,  MATHEMATICS,  AND  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  (cont) 
D.  Physical  Education 

All  courses  in  physical  education  were  made  available.  There 
was  still  much  left  to  be  desired  in  the  intramurals  program. 
Competition  in  baseball  and  women’s  basketball  with  other  schools 
on  an  extra-murals  basis  was  begun  this  year.  Much  interest  was 
shown  in  these  programs  by  the  students. 


DIVISION  V:  SOCIAL  SCIENCES 

Innovative  methods  have  been  implemented  again  this  year  in 
this  division  and  all  faculty  have  participated  in  workshops  and 
other  inservice  training.  Students  attended  programs  in  Charlotte, 
visited  the  State  Legislature  in  Raleigh,  and  were  involved  in  a 
Model  U.  S.  Congress  on  the  Mitchell  Campus.  Students  from  other 
junior  colleges  and  high  schools  also  attended.  The  program  was 
very  successful. 

The  faculty  is  also  involved  in  various  community  organizations 
and  activities,  and  in  most  instances  have  very  responsible 
positions  with  the  groups.

1.  1,801  books  have  been  processed  and  catalogued  this  year. 

2.  84  volumes  of  periodicals  have  been  bound,  making  a  total 
of  1,356  bound  volumes. 

3.  We  now  have  a  total  of  18,767  books  and  bound  periodical 
volumes . 

4.  21  reels  of  microfilm  have  been  added,  making  a  total  of 
140  reels . 

5.  The  library  receives  115  magazines  and  7  newspapers  on 
subscription. 

6.  Cutter  (author)  numbers  have  been  added  to  the  reference 
section  and  to  the  short  story  collection.  Catalog  cards 
have  been  corrected  for  these  and  the  books  have  been  re¬ 
labeled.  This  leaves  only  three  (3)  more  sections  to  be 
cuttered  and  corrected. 

7.  The  library  lesson  on  special  reference  and  indexes  for 
English  102  classes  was  made  self-instructional  this 
year. 

8 .  Our  schedule  has  been  changed  to  extend  time  in  evenings 
and  open  on  Sunday  evenings.  We  are  open  73  hours  per 
week. 
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This  has  been  a  good  year  with  much  good  work  being  done 
in  the  library  as  well  as  in  the  audiovisual  center.  More 
and  more  faculty  and  students  are  making  the  library  a  center 
of  campus  activity.  I  feel  that  we  are  in  reality  becoming 
the  hub  of  the  campus.
